ROADS HAULING MORE 
HARD COAL THAN I 191 


& |} ‘ 
War Board Bulletin Indicates 
Report of Decrease in Pro- 


duction Is Untrue. . 


The Railroads’ War Board states 
in a bulletin issued today that the 
anthracite’ tonnage transported by 
railroads in. the eight- -month period 
ending Aug. 31 Was 7,668,382 tons 
more than in the sare period last 
year, an increase of 17.18 per cent. 

To produce this increasé, the bulle- 
tin séts out, the anthracite roads 
carried a gross tonnage of 52, 291,44 
tons from the mine” mouths, as 
against 44,623,063 for the first eight 
miwnths of 1916. 

The statement follows: 

Coal Administrator Garfield's an- 
nouncement that anthracite coal 
would be shipped exclusively to dis- 
tant markets in the North, where 
the severity of winter requires the 
greater heat-producing fuél, and that 
cities such as St. Louls would be de- 
prived of their anthracite supply aft- 
er Oct. 1, except fora small number 
of industrial Dlants engaged in met- 
al refining where oval of chemica) 
purity is essential. 

The increase for the month of 
August alone this year over August, 
1916, was 1.§83,609 tons, or 28.24 
per cent. These figures, the bul- 
letin states, indicate that recent re- 
ports to the effect that there har’ 
been a oe curtailment in thé 
production distritution of an- 
thracite coal ake based upon rumor. 
rather than upon facts. 

It-was BE. J. Wallace, secretary of 
the St. Louis Coai Club and of the 
Western Fuel Distributors’ Associa- 
tion, who announced’ in St. Louis 
Sept. 24 that Fuel Administrator 
Garfiel@ had decreed that cities geo- 
graphically located like St. Louis, in 
territory where the winter was not 
‘sO severe, would be deprived of hard 
coal, so the North and Northwest 
might have an abundant supply. 
Wallace added that Garfield had 
stated that hard coal was not a ne- 
cessity in St. Louis. 

Edward Devoy, a retail coal dealer, 
says coal prices are not to be ad- 
vanced in St. Louis above the present 
basis as a result of the retail prices 
fixed by Garfield. He said that the 
dealers, by common Sénsent, - had 
agreed to keep the prices down to 
$4 a ton for standard, 64.60 for 
Meunt Olive and $6 for.

‘NEWFOUNDLAND FEELS 
NEED OF CONSCRIPTION 


Voluntary System of Recruiting 
Will Be Given a Four-Months’ 
Trial. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. . 
ST. JOHNS, N. F., Sept. 30.—Se- 
lective conscription is the alterna- 
tive intimated by’the National Gov- 
ernment if the present increased re- 
cruiting effort fails to procure suf- 
ficiént voluntary recruits to keep up 
the Newfoundland reginient to its 
full strength in Flanders. The great 
losses sustained by the Newfound- 
land regiment renders this decision 
of the Government imperative if ths 
depleted regiment is to remain a 
separate unit. 
To cope with the situation a new 
Department of Militia has been cre- 
ated and ‘military affairs, hitherto 


are now controlled by the Minister 
of Militia, the Hon. J. R. Bennett, 
ex@olonial Secretary. 

At a conference recently held by 
Premier Morris and the Militia Min- 
ister with the editors of the coun- 
try’s newspapers and political, com- 
mercial and religious leaders it was 
decided upon recommendation of the 
Militia Minister to give the volun- 
tary system a four months’ trial with 
selective conscription as an alterna- 
tive. 

. Allowance to Married Men. 


As an incentive to the enlistment 
of married men, the Government has 
given a separation allowance to mar- 
ried men enlisting in the army or the 
Forestry battalion. 

Despite the seriousness of a mill 
tary measure which would conscript 
the fishermen upon which depends 
the leading industry of the colony, it 
ig generally understood that* the 
‘Government will not hesitate. 


The Newfoundland and Labrador 
fishery is the largest in the history of 
the world, reaching a total of 2,000,- 
000 quintals, being 260,000 quintals 
more than the largest catch on rec- 
ords. A shortage of 100,000 quintals 
in this large catch has resulted from 
@ lack of’ salt consequent upon lack 
of shipping. 


Ships Are Needed. 

To insure the exportation of the 
fishery production a Tonnage Com- 
mittee of the country’s leading com: 
mercial men has been formed to pro- 
cure sufficient shipping for that pur- 
pose, without which the colony would 
face financia! ruin. ; 

The public anxiety, consequent 
upon the refusal of the British Ad- 
miralty to spare a single ship, was 
relieved by the announcement that a 
Norwegian steamer had been char- 
tered for six months, and that the 
Italian and Portuguese Government 
would send steamers to buy and 
carry fish at their risks. 

In spite of this partial solution of 
the shipping problem the situation is 
still stringent, and to reliéve it every 
effort is being made to encourage 
ship building. 

Newfoundiand's loss in her foreign 
shipping has been astounding when 
considered in the aggregate. To re- 
place the loss there are at present 
22 large ships of between 100 -and 
400 tons each in course of construc- 
tion, which will be launched before 
the close of the year. The Harms- 
worth or the Anglo Development Co. 
is building three large steamers to 
export their paper from the mills at 
Grahd Falls. 

Owing to military and naval ex- 
penditure the financial position is 
stringent, and Premier Morris is g0- 
ing to New w York to negotiate a loan.

PENSIONS PAID 545 TEACHERS 


Illinois Annaitants Get $130, 040.33 
in Last Fiscal Year. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. ¢.—Bx- 
actly $130,049.32 was paid out in 
pensions to 645 teachers in Illinois 
for the fiscal year ending June 30. 
1917, according to the report to the 
fund trustees just made public. The 
545 included 226 who were added 
this year. Full annuities were paid. 
to 512 teachers, and 33 were paid 
Wunder the disability clause. 

During the past year 406 persons 
filed affidavits as elective contribu- 
tors, making a total of 1906 contribu- 
tors now on the books. 

Within the year four annuitants 
died, making a total of six déceased 
contributors. In every case, it was 
said, more was paid into the fund 
than was received by the annui- 
tants. 

A*ruling by the Attorney-General 
says a teacher who has elected to 
come under the provisions of the 
pension law may be retired on a dis- 
ability when such disability existed 
prior to her election to come under 
the law. 

The board of trustees also has 
ruled that whenever an annuitant 
re-enters teaching work her annui- 
ties ceases, her retirement becoming 
effective again as soon as she ceases 
to teach and that an annuitant may 
engage in work other than teaghing.

FVE RIFLES IN FRANCE 
FOREACH US, SOLDE 


Secretary Baker Says They Are 
Being Turned Out 100,000 a 
Month; Soon Will Be 200,000. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 9.—Sec- 
retary of War Baker, addressing the 
annual meeting of the Harrisburg 
Chamber of Commerce, last night 
declared that the manner in which 


the business men of the country had 
gathegfed to the support of the Na- 
tional Government in its supreme 
emergency of war was making “a 
stronger nation, a greater democracy 
and a greater hope for mankind.” 

The Secretary said he wanted the 
pusiness men to know he was proud 
to pay the tribute and that, as a re- 
sult, the nation would become a won- 
derful world factor for peace after 
the war. 

“T believe that under the example 
of America we will be able to make 
such arrangements that war will give 
place to the virtues of peace for 
many~years to come,” said the Sec- 
retary. He praised Congress for cre- 
ation of the Council of National De- 
fense, which he said had prepared 
the country’s resources, and said that 
when the fateful hour struck the 
business men, voluntarily and en 
masse, assembled to give their best. 
This, -he said, had cleared away over 
night existing distrust between busi- 
ness and Government. 

The National Guard and the mili- 
tary resources of the States had, 
formed with the regular army and 


West Point a nucleus of a fighting 
force that will, before long, number 
more than 1,300,000 men. Review- 
ing the organization of the National 
Army, Baker said that it had been 
done by a nation totally unaccus- 
tomed to war, but which had not 
only subjected itself to a selective 
draft, but had diverted its industries 
into many unaccustomed lines of 
production. “Even Germany was 
never able to do this,”” he declared. 
“Let me say to you that when 
our army takes its place abroad it 
will be armed as well as any and 
better than most,” Baker declared. 
He said that for every soldier abroad 
now there were five rifles in France, 
and every regular and  »national 


month, soon will be 200,000. 
The young men in the army, said 
Baker, will be surrounded by safer 


‘conditions than ever known before. 
This had been done by adopting “the 
wholesome spirit of the youth of 
|_America,” remarked the Secretary, 
| who said the curative policies of the 
\colleges had been put into force.

BRITAIN. ASKS FOR AID IN : 
GETTING OIL FOR ITS NAVY) 


American Government Probably Will 
Commandecr Number of | 


Tankers. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The Brit- 
ish Government is so much con- 
cerned over difficulties in obtaining 
fuel oil for its navy, it has asked its 
representatives here to take up the 
subject with the American Govern- 
ment to obtain assistance in trans- 
porting supplies. 

The subject will be discussed at a 
conference here tomorrow among Sir 
Frederick Black, the Shipping Board 
and the navy officials and American 
oil producers. The shortage of ocean 
tonnage, it is said, has made the 
siuation acute. The American Gov- 
ernment will be asked to furnish as 
many tankers as it can to help in- 
crease the supply. 

British representatives here say 
their Government cannot divert more 
tankers now for navy uses. The Ship- 
ping Board probably will comman- 
deer a number of American tankers 
for British use.

HULA ARTHUR MOUNTS 
PDESTAL OF LIBERTY 


War Spirit Expressed in Two 
Ways on Orpheum’s Bill 
This Week. 


> 


War spirit, in the abstract and in 

the concrete, gets a thorough expres- 
sion at the Orpheum Theater this 
week. Julia Arthur furnishes the 
abstract part:-in her stirring recital 
from the pedestal of Liberty, and 
the concrete part is looked after in 
attle of Arras film, of which 
the second episode is shown. 
The setting of Miss Arthur’s act is 
most ambitious, and her own part is 
a daring one. It takes not only 
beauty, but dignity, to wear the halo 
of Liberty and hold aloft the torch 
that enlightens the world, and to 
keep such an impersonation from be- 
coming meére “flag stuff.’’ Miss Ar- 
thur does this without any vast help 
from the text furnished her. While 
her speech is written in a tone of 
earnestness and patriotism, it. has 
not so much of the poetic quality as 
it might well have, and sounds al- 
most like an improvisation. One line 
sounded as if. it had been written for 
a Missouri audience. It was about 
“mending a broken reed.” 

Miss Arthur is seen only in the 
robes of Liberty, and does not ap- 
pear in khaki and puttees, as her ad- 
vance photographs seemed to threat- 
en. Viewed on her pedestal, she is 
very much like the Julia Arthur 
whom St. Louisans last saw at the 
old Century Theater in 1898, just 
before her long absence from the 
stage began. Her splendid voice, too, 
is unchanged. Yesterday’s audience 
was very strongly impressed by her 
personality and her act. 

Prisoners in Film. 

In the second episode of the Arras 
pictures, ‘‘Fritz’’ gets before the cam- 
era. German prisoners are seen, 
first being driven before a returning 
party of South African trench raid- 
ers, then passing before an examin- 
ing British officer, and finally help- 
ing in the care of the wounded. 

The trench raiding party is shown 

on its perilous dash toward the en- 
emy lines, and those who watched 
closely saw at least one man fall. The 
tanks, in this picture, performed 
more feats than they have hitherto 
done on the scréen, and showed their 
ability to span a trench and go be- 
yond it. Their progress over rough 
ground is commonly termed “waltz-. 
ing,’’ Capt. Dolphin of the Canadiag 
recruiting mission said in an explan- 
atory talk. 
The men in the trenches were seen 
building ladders, and at length go- 
ing over the top in rather leisurely 
fashion. The enemy, it appeared, 
had abandoned his trenches in that 
sector, and later the British were 
Seen reorganizing an enemy trench, 
and turning its defenses toward the 
Germans. ‘Other features of the pio- 
ture were the work of observation 
balloons, the use of wrecked build- 
ings to conceal artillery, the firing of 
a 12-inch gun on a railway carriage, 
the shelling of a row of British guns 
by the Germans, a burial service near 
the front, and the employment of 
West African negroes as munition 
handlers. 


Japanese Singer Charming. 

Haruko Onuki, Japanese soprano, 
was the most attractive of the non- 
war features of the bill. Her odd, 
childish face added to the effect of 
her charming voice. A lullaby song 
was perhaps the most prettily sung 
of her numbers. The transition fron; 
romance to reality can be realized 
by anyone who hears her sing Tosti’s 
“Good-by, Summer,” and then goes 
home and builds the first fall fire in 
his furnace. 

“The Ruby Ray,” performed by 
Hassard Short and three others, is 
a cocktail comedy. Put several parts 
of “Fair and Warmer” and a little 
of “The Boomerang” into a cocktail 
mixer, shake it well and you have 
this playlet. Ruth Roye, youthful 
singer, entertains chiefly with her 
jaw and her lower lip. Bonita and 
Lew Hearn amuse tn much the fash- 
fon of former seasons, and two live- 
ly acrobatic acts are performed so 
near the footlights as to prejudice 
the life insurance of the musicians. 


Billie Burke, Two Years Absent 
From Stage, Back in New Play. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—It may not 

be amiss to assume that “The Res- 
cuing Angel’’ was written solely for 
the purpose of exhibiting under the 
most favorable surroundings and 
circumstances the pretty and always 
popular personality of Billle Burke, 
who is back on the stage, after an 
absence of two years. Rarely is 
there to be found a play so nicely ad- 
justed alike to the aetrength and 
weakness of a feminine star as this 
little comedy, which was first seen 
at the Hudson Theater last night. 

Since Clare Kummer, the author 
of “Good Gracious, Annabelle” and 
“A Sucessful Calamity” of last sea- 
son, accomplished the delicate work 
of adjustment, it may be guessed 
that “The Rescuing Angel,” go far 
as it went, was entirely in the mood 
of humorous whimsicality. Its very 
perceptible poverty of situation was 
quite effectually concealed by the 
sparkle of well-written dialogue and 
the ingenuity of well-drawn charac- 
ters—a combination which, ff it aid 
not give all the satisfaction of the 
author’s two preceding plays, leads 
to a very enjoyable evening.

Says University Is in Control of 
Group Who Have no Stand- 
ding in Education. 


FREE SPEECH ADVOCATE 


Supports War, but Was Disgusted 
By Dismissals of Cattell 
and Dana.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Charles 
Austin Beard, professor of politics 
in Columbia University and a mem- 
ber of the admmistrative board of 
the Pulitzer School of Journalism, 
resigned from the Columbia faculty 
yesterday.

His Socialistic Ideas. 

Like Profs. Dana and Cattell, 
Prof. Beard has socialistic ideas, but 
unlike them, he believes the war 


against Germany is just and should |° 


be fought to a successful conclusion. 
He is now a member of the Patri- 
otic Service League and his wife, a 
prominent suffragist, is president of 
the national organization of public 
health nursing. She has _ collab- 
orated with her husband in writing 
several books. 

Before the war Prof. Beard was 
more active in socialistic matters 
than since America entered the 
struggle. As late as April, 1916, he 
publicly declared that anyone who 
wished had a perfect right to yell 
“T’o hell with the Stars and Stripes.” 
He was arguing for free speech at 
the time. 

The professor’s letter to President 
Butler follows: 

“Dear President Butler—Having 
observed closely the inner life at Co- 
lumbia for many years, I have been 
driven to the conclusion that the 
university is really under the control 
of a small and active group of trus- 
tees who have no standing in®the 
world of education, who are reac 
tionary and visionless in politics, nar- 
row and medieval in religion. Their 
conduct, to use the language of a 
resolution adopted last spring by one 
of the most important facultjes, ‘be. 
trays a profound misconception of 
the true function of a university in 
the advancement of learning.’ How 
widespread and deep is this convic- 
tion among the professors only one 
intimately acquainted with them can 
know. 

“If these were ordinary times one 
might more readily ignore the un- 
hapvy position in which the domi- 
nant group in the Board of Trustees 
has placed the teachers. But these 
are not ordinary times. . We are in 
the midst of a great war and we 
stand on the threshold of an era 
which will call for all the emanci- 
pated thinking that America can 
command. 

“As you are awere, I have, from 
the beginning, believed that a victory 
for the German Imperial Govern- 
ment would plunge all of us into the 
black night of military barbarism. I 
was among the first to urge a decla- 
ration of war by the United States, 
and I believe that we should now 
press forward with all our might toa 


just conclusion. But thousands of my 
countrymen do not share this view. 
Their opinions cannot be changed by 
courses of bludgeons. Arguments 
addressed to their reason and under- 
standing are our best hope. 

“Such arguments, however, must 
come from men whose disintereste(d- 
ness is above all suspicion, whose in- 
dependence is beyend all doubt, and 
whore devotion to the whole country. 
as distinguished from any single 
class or group, is above all ques- 
tion, 

“T am convinced that while I re- 


maim in the pay of the trustees of, 


Columbia University I cannot do ef- 
fectively my humble part in sustain- 
ing public opinion in support of the 
just war on the German empire or 
take a position of independence in 
the days of reconstruction that are 
to follow. For this reason I here- 
with tender my resignation as pro- 
fessor of politics, to take effect on 
the morning of Tuesday, Oct. 9, 1917. 
Hard to Sever Ties. 
“I cannot find words to convey to | 
you what it means to sever close ties 
of so many years’ standing. Above 
all, do I regret to part from my col- 
leagues. <As I think of their schol- 
arship and their world-wide reputa- 
tion and compare them with the few 
obscure and willful trustees who now 
dominate the university and terror- 
ize the young instructors, I cannot 
repress my astonishment that Amer- 
ica, of all countries, has made the 
status of professors lower than that 
of the manual laborer, who, through 
his union, has at least some voice in 
the terms and conditions of his em- 
ployment. Holding his position lit- 
erally by the day, the professor is 
liable to dismissal without a hearing, 
without the judgment of his col- 
leagues, who are his real peers. I 
am sure that when the people un- 
derstand the true state of affairs in 


our universities they will speedily | 
enact legislation which Will strip | 
boards of trustees of their absdlute 
power over the intellectual life of 
the institutions under their man- 
agement. 

“In several realtions with: my 
employers, I do not leave the 
great republic of Columbia students, 
alumni and professors. With them | 
I have ties that cannot break while | 
I live, And to you, sir, I am deeply 
indebted for the courtesy and 
thoughtful oonsiderations that I 
have always received at your hands.

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SHELLS ITALIAN U-BOAT 


Secretary Daniels Sends Message 
to Rome Expressing Deepest 
Regret Over Occurrence. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Full re- 
ports on the shelling of an Italian 
submarine by a United States patrol 
ship through a misunderstanding, re- 


sulting in the death of an officer and 
an enlisted man are being awaited 
today by the Navy Department from 
Vice Admiral Sims, commanding the 
American naval forces in European 
waters. 

In reporting* the incident to the 
department late yesterday, Admiral 
Sima'stated that the patrol while on 
duty at night in the war zone re- 
cently fired after the undersea craft 
had failed to reply to a recognition 
of signals. Details were not given. 

Immediately upon receipt of Ad- 
miral Sims’ message Secretary Dan- 
iels sent a message to the Italian 
Minister of Marine expressing the 
deepest regret over the unfortunate 


occurrence and tendering his own |- 


and the department’s sympathy for 
the loss of life. 

The Navy Department issued this 
statement: 

“The Navy Department has been 
informed by Vice Admiral Sims that 
recently an American patrol vessel 
while on patrol duty at night en- 
countered an Italian submarine and 
that when the latter failed to ans‘ver 
the established recognition signals 
the patrol vessel opened fire, which 
resulted in the killing of one officer 
and one enlisted man before the 
identity of the submarine was estab-~ 
lished. 

‘Vice Admiral Sims is thoroughly 
investigating the unfortunate oo- 
currence and reports will be forward- 
ed later to the department. 

“The Secretary of the Navy upon 
receipt of the first news, dispatched 
the following message to the Ital- 
ian Minister of Marine:
